Macleod, Sept. 17.—I‘ am not pre- 
pared to announce, the government's 
policy relative/to the Alberta and 
Great Waterways Railway until the 
legislature meets.

The foregoing: statement was made 
by Hon, A, L. Sifton, premier of Al- 
berta, last night in the first meeting 
of the campaign in Macleod, held in 
the town hall. The meeting was wild- 
ly enthusiastic and the premier was 
accorded a splendid reception. His 
Statement was met with cheers. 

Other speakers of the evening, be- 
sides the premier, and I. S. Maunsell, 
the Liberal candidate, were J. W.

47,000, In 1861, from Scandinavian 
countries came 8,722 imimgrants, and f 
iw the five years fram 1866 to 1870 
we received these waves of Scandi- 
navians—14,968, 13,173, 10,031, 20,129, 
and 16,789. These are the high-water 
marks of Scandinavian immigration, 
alshough we continue to welcome 
yearly several thousand of these very 


desirable settlers. In roor, the cen- 
sus reported 31,042 persons of Scan- 
dinavian origin, more than 22,000 
of whom are located west of 
Great Lakes to the Pacific, the great- 
er number, nearly 12,000, being in 
Manitoba. The feature of our im- 
migration history from 1844 to 1881, 
next, of course, to British and Ameri- 
can inmnigration, is the inflow from 
Northern Europe. 


The new element in the fourth, and 
present, phase of our imimgration is 
that which is now coming from Mid- 
dle and Southern Europe and from 
Asia. Perhaps it would be truer to 
give precedence to the Asiatic phase, 
for the census of 1881 shows 4,383 
Chinese, principally located in’ Brit- 
ish Columbia, who had come. since 
1871, forming the largest number of 
any one mee, outside the British and 
Northern uropean already consider- 
ed, excepting Mennonites and Ruus- 
sians, who numbered 6,376.0 And 
when it is recalled that the Mennon- 
ites were assisted immigrants, while 
the Chinese came of their awn voli- 
tion, it would seem to be fairer to 
claim that the movement of Asiatics 
was more pronounced in the period 
from 1871 to 1881 than that from 
Southern Europe. It is also a mat- 
ter of history that the ‘building of 
the Canadian Pacific and consequent 
development of the Pacific Coast at- 
tracted large numbers of Chinese and 
Japanese. Turning, however, to the 
European immigration, in 1874, the 
first Mennonites, wumbering — 1,532, 
came to the West. These were a Ger- 
man people, who had settled in South- 
ern Russia. in the. two. following 
years about 4,600 more came, form- 
ing the basis of our present Mennon- 
ite population. In 1876, the first Rus- 
sians, numbering 20, were recorded 
in the immigration returns, and, from 
that time on, Russians, Roumanians, 
Italians, AustrosHungarians, and oth- 
er races of Middle and Southern Eu- 
rope have come, at first in small 
groups, and-then ip darger invasions 
as the years rolled on. The sources 


the 
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from which our population is now 
coming have so widened that it re- 
quires a glance at the acocmpanying 
map of the world to give some idea 
of the regions from which population 
has come to us in the past decade. 
Every continent, and, indeed, almost 
every country which has a foram of 
civilization at all, ihas furnished its 
quota, A special map would be need- 
ed to convey anything like an ade- 
quate idea of what the various coun- 
tries of Kurope are contributing, and 
even this would be somowhat unsat- 
isfactory, for, to be still more accu- 
rate, it would be necessary to show 
the various divisions of France, Ger- 
many, Russia and particularly Aus- 
tria-Hungary from which the various 
races are coming. 


The reasons for our large immigra- 
tion are mainly due to the two kinds 
of propaganda already mentioned. 
The Government has at all times 
made liberal land grants to settlers, 
and these are an attraction to many. 
Government advertising has had a 
great deal to do in influencing move- 
ments to Canada, though many coun- 
tries in which it was possible to ad- 
vertise some years ago shave made 
regulations which prevent an active 
emigration propaganda. Private ef- 
forts at colonization by companies 
which had Jand to dispose of and by 
others have helped to bring in popu- 
lation, The present inflow from Sou- 
thern Europe, however, is not duc 
to Government propaganda, but rath- 
er to private efforts. Some of the 
forces at work to induce this are un- 
doubtedly the misery and discontent 
on the part of many of the European 
Deasantry and the consequent desire 
to make a change. Another factor is 
the demand for construction labor by 
certain industries, notably the rail- 
ways; and steamship lines which cater 
to steerage traffic have considerable 
to do with influencing emigration be- 
cause of this demand. Some may be 
inclined to believe that Canada does 
not need many of tne races which are 
now coming to us, but the fact that

‘A BIG AIRSHIP 


Paris—The London-Paris — airship 
Clement-Bayard 11. will sail across 
the Channel next month, It is the 
largest airship in the world. It can 
carry fifteen passengers in addition to 
a crew of five, and is known as the air 
Dreadnought. 

The Clement-Bayard II. left her 
shed at Lamotte-Breuil a few even- 
ings since for a trip in the environs.

and is a close observer of baseball, 
particularly pitching. That is why 
his comment on Coombs is of more 
than ordinary weight. 

“Coombs ‘has started to pitch great: 
ball because he has mastered the 
greatest of all pitching assets, the 
drop ball that does not break from the 
right-handed batters. I don’t mean 
one of those out-drops, but a ball that 
comes up to the plate squarely in the 
centre and falls from one to two feet 
without changing its lateral direction. 

“Amos Kusie had that ball, and he 
threw it with tremendous speed. Rusie 
pitched that drop thing and mixed it 
up with a fast one in close, and the 
batter who could fmeet it with any 
regularity never lived. They tell me 
that Ramsey and other old-timers de- 
pended’ on it extensively.” 

Coombs certainly did give a fine ex- 
hibition of pitching on his recent ap- 
pearance in Detroit. Batters like Sam 
Crawford, who usually hit the ball 
hard, swung and missed with great 
frequency. Time after time Crawford 
hit on top of the drop, and nobody 
seemed able to do much with it. 

The regulation drop is much 
easier and is rather - dangerous, be- 
cause a batter sometimes catches it far 
on the outside, and a long drive over 
the outfield results, 

George Mullin has spent a lot of 
time working on a drop that does not 
break away, and has mastered it so 
well that it is one of his best puzzlers, 
When Mullin comes up on his toes 
with an overhead swing and a quick 
jerk of the wrist as the ball leaves, 
that's the drop. He couples it with a 
lot of speed, and you: know how ef- 
fective he has been year in and year 
out. 

The day of the curve ball. pitcher 
seems to be on the decline. All the 
effective hurlers are depenling almost 
completely on quick-breaking efforts, 
whic shoot out of direct line rather 
than curve. The deliberate curves are 
effective only against certain clubs, 
and the batters who fall for them are 
so few comparatively that they do not 
count. 

Walter Johnson, credited with being 
as good as anybody n the American 
league at least has a curve that breaks 
so slightly you can hardly call it a 
curve. He depends on a fast ball that 
! shoots, command and a slow ball 
which is thrown with the same motion 
as the fast shoot.

Liberian Republic 


Berlin.—A German traveler, just re. 
turned from tne Republic o; Liberia i 
was invited by tne Kaiser to atend 
him on one of his recent journeys hy 
rail and report on the conditions hs 
found there. Of course the Kaiser js 
particularly interested because the 
United States have assumed, o; will 
assume, the protectorate over the 
negro republic. 

Dr. Hans Fisher, the explorer, ro. 
ported to his majesty what folows: 

“There is hardly a white man in 
Liberia, the people of the Republic he- 
ing either descendents of former An- 
erican slaves or black natives, Th 
government is entirely the hands 
of American negroes, who consider 
themselves far above the natives, 
These, descendants of America ex 
slaves do no work, leaving the drud 
gery to the natives. 

“Among the latter, the eVy tribe is 
the most intelligent. Among other 
things the Veys invented an alphabet 
of their own. ©The Bassa trite fue. 
nishes the factory workers, and the 
Crun tribe the longshoreen, The 
Liberian hinterland remains as uneq- 
tivated as in 1822, when the American 
slaves took hold of the country. Rice 
corn, manioc, and batates are #e na- 
tural products] 

“The most remarkable is thie: 
These ex-slaves maintain slavery w 
this day, but in a very mild form, The 
slaves are well treated and very few 
of them are ever sold. Slaves are 
acquired during the continuous wars 
betwen the savage natives. ‘ihe pris- 
oners are invariably sold. All the 
villages and little towns are built on 
hills on account of the yearly inunda- 
tion. Both Christian and Moslem 
missionaries are busy in Libera, but 
the natives do not take kindly to them 
and have found socicties to oppose 
them. There are socteties both or 
black men and black women ‘to op- 


pose the progress of torcign religions, 
That notwithstanding the missionary 
schools are well patronized, since the 
most progressive natives are eager 
to learn European languages ana to 
read and write in order to have a 
better chance in trade.’

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Portland, Me., Sept. 11.—The Tala | 
national Bible Students Convention 
is in session here with an excellent | 
attendance and deep interest mani- | 
fested. Pastor Russell of : Brooklyn, 
Tabernacle delivered two addresses 
to-day, one being in Jefferson Thea- | 
tre. We report one of them from the 
text foregoing: 

Three weeks ago to-day Christen- 
dom was startled by a communication 
which announced that the Christian | 
Alliance had lifted a collection of , 
$60,000 in a few minutes—$300 in! 
eash, the balance in promises, 
followed the. startling ‘announcement 
of Brother Simpson, its president, 
that the collection lifted would prob- | 
ably be the last at Old Orchard, be- 
cause the Camp Grounds’ Directors 
had rented its Auditorium for three 
days for the use of our Association. 
He declared that he disagrees with 
our theology. This, of course, was a 
veiled threat that the directors of the 
camp ground must break their con- 
tract with the Bible Students. This 
they promptly did, und we accepted 
back the money paid in advance, 
rather than go to law. It is for this 
‘reason, deer friends, that we are hav- 
ing our Convention “outside the 
camp.” We are glad that its fence 
‘does not separate us from our great 
‘Redeemer and Teacher, the joy of 
whose blessing I see in your faces. 

Secular editors were astonished! 
They had been congratulating Chris- 
tian people that the days of the rack, 
the thumb screw and the stake were 
past and that from every quarter 
were coming appeals for Christian 
Unionwhich, it was hoped, might 
‘even ultimately include all denomin- . 
ations of Catholics and Protestants. 
Yet here they had to listen to the 
‘contrary—a suggestion that Chris- 
tian. people in alliance were s0 op-! 


posed to Bible Students that even a_ 


._year would not be sufficient to purify 
the air of Old Orchard and to permit ' 
them to meet here next year to take’ 
up another collection. It seemed 
funny, too, to these editors that 
anything could drive a Christian Al- 
liance meeting away from a $66,000 
‘collection ! 

Since. Brother, Simpson. may not 
‘eare to tell the whole truth about 
the matter and since the Christian 
public is interested and ought. to 
know the facts, I must tell them. 
The unpleasant duty, however, will 
not necessitate my saying an unkind 
word concerning Mr. Simpson and 
,the Christian friends who are in al- 
liance with him. 

There are two reasons why Brother 
‘Simpson thought it doubtful if he 
‘could come next year following our 
'three days of this year. 

(1) He knew instinctively that his 
‘collection would be smaller, hardly 
worth coming for, if the people should 
begin to get the eyes of their under- 
‘standing more widely opened respect- 
‘ing what really constitutes the Gos- 
jpel of Christ. 

(2) The $60,000 ‘‘raised’’ was not 
cash and a large proportion of it 
never will be. Some of it is promlsed 
‘over and over, as was the case with 
‘the young woman who in the specta- 
icular manner offered her jewels from 
;time to time and had it mentioned in 
‘the papers. Such repetitions of char. 
itable work are considered entircly 
‘proper by many in connection with 
religious work in various denomina- 
tions, “for the good of the cause.” 
Subscriptions are given publicly with- 
out hope of payment, to 
others who are more sincere—some of 
whom in the excitement give more 
\than they can afford. 

, This same method is illustrated in 
ithe Chicago Stock Yards. A fine, 
large, trained bull gallops out to 
meet the cattle designed for slaugh- 
ter. He waltzes before them and be- 
comes their leader. Following him 
in a grand rush for a narrow passage 
they crowd one another to the execu- 
tioner, who_ knocks them senseless. 
A special place just large enough for 
/himself is provided for the decoy bull, 
who, later, goes out ta lead on an- 
other herd for the slaughter. 

_ .We do not mean to say that those 
who give their money are slaughter- 
‘ed or otherwise injured. We believe 
‘that they are blessed—that everyone 
‘is blessed who sacrifices anything 
heartily unto the Lord, or to what 
they suppose to be his service, 
‘whether itis or not. It is the method 
of getting the money from the people 
and the deception practiced which 
we deplore. However, the Alliance 
has plenty of eompany in this method 
in larger Christian denominations. 
It is part of the ‘‘business” method 
of recent years. Some who did not 
understand this ‘‘business’’ method 
wondered where all the money appar- 
ently contributed to the “Christian 
Alliance” work was spent. An in- 
vestigation of its financial accounts 
was made, which revealed the fact 
that they were chaotic, and other 
“business” methods were advised. 

Some one may inquire why the 
Christian Alliance should fear us 
and whether or not we have ever 
done them harm. We vreply, Never 
have we injured them in the slightest 
degree, nor ever even publicly men- 
tioned their name before. Their op- 
position to us is on the lines of gen- 
eral principles mentioned by the 
Great Teacher, “The darkness hateth 
the light;” ‘‘All things that are re- 
proved are made manifest’ by the 
light” (Ephesians v, 13).

As Christian people come to see the 
grossness of the errors by which they

The more Gcd’s people come to a 
correct understanding of the teach- 
ings of his Word, the smaller will be 
the collections of the Christian Alli- 
ance.

The heathen have already had too 
much of their Gospel of damnation. 
God's name has already -been slan- 
dered and blasphemed enough by the 
false Gospel message—that nine hun- 
dred and ninety-nine out of every 
thousand of humanity ever born are 
to suffer eternal roasting because of 
Father Adam’s sin and the _ ignor- 
ance, stupidity and meanness which 
have resulted. 

If the intelligent men connected 
with the Alliance really believe the 
horrible nightmare ot the Dark Ages 
which they are proclaiming as the 
Gospel of Christ, then, of course, they 
are excusable for preaching it. It is 
not for others to judge of their hon- 
esty in this matter, but it is for 
others to decide that they will no 
longer assist or co-operate in the 
spread of such horrible travesties 
upon the Divine character— no long- 
er assist financially .or otherwise in 
binding upon the poor heathen at 
home and abroad increased ignorance 
and superstition. 

Everybody knows that the word 
Gospel signifies ‘‘good tidings.” And 
everybody ought to know that, as 
Christian people, we have for cen- 
turies misused the word, applying it | 
to the bad tidings of great misery to . 
all people, except the mere handful ; 
of the elect. We did this because it | 
was handed down to us by our fore- 
fathers. What Jesus said to the Jews’ 
has been true of us as Christians, | 
“Ye do make void the Law of God | 
through your traditions.” Thank God | 
that, as in the natural world he is | 
sending us now the electric light in- | 
stead of the tallow candle, so through 
Bible study helps, concordances, 
etc., his Word (the Lamp to his peo- 
ple’s footsteps until the day dawn), 
is now shining brighter than ever 
before. 

Catholic and Protestant orthodoxy 
have set forth for centuries two gen- 
eral views of the Gospel of Christ. 
To whatever extent they now disagree 
with these they should publicly dis- 
own and abandon them. Until then 
they are besmirched with: whatever 
odium . attaches, 

The Catholic Gospel (Good Tidings) 
is) that all the heathen, all Catholics 
and all Protestants, except a mere 
handful, go to a Purgatory of awful 
suffering, terrible anguish, lasting 
for decades, centuries and thousands 
of years, roasting, boiling, agonizing, 
and thus purging away their sins and 
dross that they may ultimately attain 
to heavenly bliss for the remainder 
of eternity. If that is good tidings 
it can be considered such only in con- 
trast with something more horrible, 
if that be imaginable.- 

Our Protestant Gospel, of which we 
are so proud that we want to thrust 
it upon Jews and Catholics and 
heathens everywhere, we should thor- 
oughly understand, enjoy and appre- 
ciate before we waste good time and 
money giving it to others. Here it is: 
Four centuries ago our forefathers 
were not Protestants but Catholics 
and believed in Purgatory, etc., as 
above. Then what was known as 
Reformation Movement set in. Catho- 
lics, Jews and infidels will admit with 
Protestants that a great blessing of 
enlightenment and civilization has 
come to the world in the train of the | 
Reformation Movement. But none of 
us is prepared to admit that the Re- 
formers were perfect, nor their work | 
perfect. 

The Reformers criticized the Cath- 
olic teachings which they had _for- 
merly believed. They examined their 
Bibles and found nothing there to 
the effect that Mary was the mother 
of God, nor that we should pray. to 
saints, nor that we should use pic- 
tures or images in our worship, nor 
that their sacrifice of Christ in the 
mass was proper, nor that there was 
a Purgatory anywhere. The Reform- 
ers threw out these things as unscrip- 
tural. They completely demolished 
Purgatory in their minds, declaring 
that it had never been anything more 
than imagination. Then came an- 
other thought, viz: What must we do 
with the thousands of millions of 
mankind that we and our fathers for 
centuries supposed were in Purga- 
tory roasting, stewing, tortured, but 
hoping for heaven. They looked at 
one another in consternation. They 
had hearts and sympathies and felt 
that as it had devolved upon them 
to smash Purgatory, it must also de- 
volve upon them to re-locate all those ; 
thousands of millions whom they 
had on their hands. They felt the 
weight of the responsibility. Could 
they demand of God that they should 
be put into heaven? Surely not! 
Surely only the suintly few are fit for 
heaven! They, as well as all, recog- 
nized “that fact. Then, with blank! 
consternation, they determined that 
they must crowd, the entire mass into 
# hell of eternal torture and shut the 
gates upon them forever and write 
upon the gates, “Who enters here 
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abandons hope.’ 
@ __Taking from practically all s 
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ity all future -hope made the Re. 


formers for the time heartsick. It 
would be awful to do that for one 
rerson, but to thus ‘‘do’’ all human- 
ity seemed terrible, And then to be 
obliged to label that gospel ‘Good 
Tidings" must certainly have been 
a trying experience for the Reform- 
efs. 

But Brother John Calvin helped 
them amazingly and took from them 
their burden. He told them that 
they should not worry, because it was 
all God’s fault and not theirs. God 
had predestinated them to that awful 
future long before he created man. 
Now they should merely try to think 
of themselves as the “‘elect’’ and try 
to forget everybody else. Of course, 
it seemed horrible to charge all these 
things against the God of all Jus- 
tice, Wisdom. Love and Power. But 
it was the only solution which oc- 
curred to them. John Calvin’s 
theories were afterwards embodied 
in the ‘Westminster Confession of 
Faith.” And that confession of faith 
became the foundation of nearly all 
Protestant creeds. Brother John 
Wesley afterward objected, but ad- 
mitted that only the saintly went to 
heaven and everybody else went to 
eternal torment. His protest was 
that, instead of this being by Divine 


on ‘the ‘contrary, because of Divine 
‘unwisdgm and ipcompetency. 

’ Surely no sane person can any 
longer defend any of the above ‘‘Gos- 
pels” as the true one, of which St. 
Paul was not ashamed! Surely St. 
Paul never preached any of those 
Gospels, nor did any of the Apostles 
—nor does the Bible support such 
theories, except by the turning ard 
twisting of language, mistranslations 
of the original and misinterpretations 
of some parables. The plain state- 
ments of the Scriptures are all dircct- 
ly to the opposite. 

The Bible teaches that “the wages 
of sin is death,” not Purgatory nor 
eternal torment. ‘The soul that_sin- 
neth, it shall dic.” Adam, the per- 
fect, was placed on trial for life 
eternal or death eternal. He sinned 
and ,the sentence against him was, 
“Cursed is the earth for thy sake; 
thorns and thistles shall it bring 
forth unto thee. In the sweat of thy 
face shalt thou eat bread until thou 
return unto the ground from whence 
thou wast taken” (Guinesis ili, 17-19). 
St. Paul declares the same: ‘By one 
man’s disobedience sin entered into 
the world; and thus death passed 
upon all men, because all are sin- 
ners’”’ (Romans v, 12). 

Looking about us we find this true. 
Eveybody who is not dead is dying. 
As the Bible says, we are living un- 
der a reign of Sin and Death. Noth- 
ing that man can do can either eradi- 
cate sin or lift us out of our dead 
and dying condition. God alono can 
help us! He proposes to help us 
and the message respecting that help 
is, in the Scriptures, called the Gos- 
pel. Its announcement by the angels 
on the night of Jesus’ birth is full, 
complete, satisfactory, vix: ‘‘Behold, 
we bring you good tidings of great 
joy which shall be unto all people; 
for unto you is born this day in the 
City of David a Saviour (life-giver) 
which is Christ the Lord’ (Luke ii, 


10). 
Ah, now we have the Truth! The 
penalty of sin is death. And the 


“good tidings” is that God has pro- 
vided for our recovery from sin and 
death. The Saviour gave his life for 
the tancellation of our sin, for the 
satisfaction of Justice, that in due 
time Adam and all his condemned 
and imperfect race might be. released 
from the condemnation and be lifted 
out of the sin and death conditions 
which now prevail. That uplifting 
is Scripturally called the resurrection 
of the dead. Hence the preaching of 
the early Church was, ‘Jesus and the 
Resurrection”—the Redeemer and his 
work. 

The good tidings for the race in 
general is that the Redeemer in God’s 
due time will become King of kings 
and Lord of lords—the Messiah of 
glory, God’s glorious Representative. 
For a thousand years the regenerat- 
ing work for Adam’s race will pro- 
gress (Matthew xix, 28; Acts iii, 19- 
23). God’s Chosen People, Israel, 
will be the earthly agents of the 
heavenly and invisible King of glory. 
By the close of his reign the whole 
earth will have been transformed 
into the Paradise of God. ‘He will 
make the place of his feet glorious.” 
And mankind will all be perfect 
again, in God’s image. There will be 
no more sin, no more sickness, no 
more dying, because all the things of 
sin and death will have passed away 


} and he who sits upon the Throne will 


have renewed all things (Revelation 
xxi, 5). All who, after coming to a 
full knowledge of the Truth of God’s 
love and gracious provision, still love 
sin and hate righteousness, will be 
destroyed in the Second Death, from 
which there will be no redemption, no 
resurrection, no recovery; as_ St. 
Peter says, “They shall perish like 
brute beasts.”

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THE TRICKS OF CRIMINALS 


The Strange Ways in Which Fugi- 
tives From Justice Try to 
Avoid Capture 


The Crippen case has started going 
in the English newspapers a great 
deal of discussion about criminals and 
their ways. The London Globe, for 
example, has rhis to say about the 
queer devices employed iby fugitives 
to avoid capture: 

‘Fugitive criminals adopt strange de- 
vices to avoid being brought ‘to justice, 
Perhaps the most popular method in 
the case of desperate rougues is to 
get docket up for some trivial offence. 
lt is well known that the jails are 
wmong the last places to be searched 
by the police for a malefactor who is 
“wanted.” The records of the courts 
teem with swch cases. A man who 
is being ‘hunted by the police for 
some serious crime will throw a 
brick through a window, or pretend 
to be drunk and assault a constable, 
merely in order to secure just a tem- 
porary sentence of about fourteen 
days’ imprisonment, at the expiration 
of which period the temsion thas been 
retieved to a consmlerable extent, and 
the vigilance of the police relaxd, An- 
othr ingenious scheme which has been 
practiced with success more than once 
is for the fugktive to don ithe shab- 
biest clothes he can obtain and take 
casual work as a sandwich man. In 
this capacity, aided by an unkempt 
beard amd a bandaged eye—which acts 
as a Sbind” im more senses than one 
—arrest has been avoided for weeks. 
A strange and somewhat grewsome 
device by which a man changed with 
fraud succeeded in once evading ar- 
rest and a seoond time in avoiding 
service of a summons was recently re- 
Lued at the West Ham Police Court. 

On..one oecasion when “wanted” the 
man was understood to be at an un- 
dertaker’s shop, and the officers of the 
law went there to apprehend him, But 
he coukl not be found, though the 
place was thonoughly searched. On 
tresiies in the shop avas a coffin, in 
which vhe police were informed there 
lay a*‘body. In the presence of the 


prosecution seemed as clear as pos- 
sible, and O’Connell contented him- 
self with fewer questions than were 
to have been expected of so eminent 
a cross-examiiner. When the case for 
the Crown had closed he announced 
that he had but one witness to cal}, 
but that witness was impontant to the 
case. He was the murdered man, very 
mutch allive. There was no doubting 
the man’s identity, everybody knew 
him. ‘The judge, therefore, turned to 
the jury and directee them to acquit 
the prisoner. To his amazement, how~ 
ever, they returned a verdict of “guil- 
ty.” Asked for auy explantion, the 
foreman observed that they had ne 
doubt that the prisoner was innocent 
of the murder. “But,” he added, “we 
find him guilty of stealing my ovid 
gray mare three weeks ago.” 

In France a man may be tried and 
sentenced to death by the Assize 
Court in this absence, the most roznnt 
instance being the uncaptured assaz!- 
ant of Dr, Hebert. The process cowid 
be carried owt in this country by pro- 
ceedings in “Outlanwry,” nvhich, al- 
though no case has occurred since 
1855, still remains as part of the ertm- 
inal law, and is recognized and wregu- 
lated by the Crown Office Rales of 
1906.
